The  accuwtilated 
capital  of  the  Unitetl  States  i-. 
excellent  opportunities  for  invc»tn»c-u 
in  C  anada.  and  is  flowing  acroaa  the 
border  in  atcadily  increasing  volume. 
The  \mericans  are  establishing  im- 
portant industries  in  Canada.  There 
are  more  than  a  hundred  and  fifteen 
millions  of  people  on  the  southern 
side  of  the  boundary  and  only  about 
nine  million  people  on  the  northirn 
.side  of  the  boundary,  all  speaking  with 
a  common  tongue,  all  reading* news- 
papers and  mageaines  printed  in  the 
same  language,  all  listrnitiK  to  tlie 
aaroe  programmes  and  the  same 
speeches  broadcast  oVer  the  radio. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  Americans 
cross  the  line  into  Canada  yearly  and 
spend  their  money  and  their  holidays 
in  this  country.  The  business  and  the 
social  relations  between  the  people 
are  steadily  becoming  more  prefctable 
and  more  pleaaknt 

As  soon  as  Premier  King  has 
tinished  his  work  in  l.oadon  he  will 
come  back  to  Canada  and  appoint  an 
Ambasador  to  VVasliinKton.  Imme- 
diately after  this  Ambasador  has  en- 
tered upon  his  duties  Premier  King 
will  possibly  send  a  delegation  down 
to  Washington  charged  with  the  task 
of  negotiating  a  reciprocity  treaty 
with  the  United  States.  Trade  treaties 
between  Canada  and  flic  LTnitcd 
States  hitherto  have  flourished  for  a 
time  and  died  pf«malurely.  The  reci- 

prcicitv  delegation  tlierrf'ire  will  have 
a  very  delicate  and  exceedingly  dif- 
ficult duty  to  perferaii,  but,  owing  to 
the  change  in  the  aocial  and  business 
conditions,  it  may  succeed  in  its  mis- 
sion. *  I  f  it  does  trade  between  Canada 
and  the  I  niicd  States  will  increase 
and  there  will  be  a  still  greater  dis- 
parity between  the  volume  of  our 
trade  with  Great  Britain  and  the 
volume  of  ony  trade  with  the  United 
States.

I  he  latest  developments  in  regard 
to  the  Customs  Department  Inquiry 
make  it  clear  that  the  Commercial 
Protective  Association  ahonld  con- 
tinue to  functioti  .IS  an  agency  for 
bringing  to  light  evasioiib  of  the  law. 
There  is  only  too  great  reason  to  ex- 
pect that  the  present  ( •overninent  w  ill

Customs  Department.  The  ronntry 
expects  that  the  illicit  business  will 
cease,  but  it  will  not  cease  unless 

there  is  a  determination  on  the  part  of 
the  (.government  to  put  an  end  to  it.

To  this  end  the  Commercial  Protec- 
tive Association,  which  was  rciipon- 
sible  for  bringing  the  Custgma  Scan- 
dal to  liflbt,  should  perfellMMe  iu  ac 
tivities.
